: 1 HAVE just visited one of the curiosities of this war—a Red Gross town de- 
| voted entirely to the care of the sick and wounded of the Army. 


“The town Is Phalsbourg, in Alsace, 26 miles’ behind the Front. 


It contains a casualty- 


clearing station, permanent hospitals, 1 great number of local ambulances, Red Cross, transport 
parks, and store rooms for medical supplies—and nothing else belonging to the Army. 


Not a single soldier in uni- 
form who dogs not belong to the 
Medical Service is allowed to 
enter Phalsbgurg. The town 
contains no military headquar- 
tera except those of the: Red 


Cross Services, 

Not a gun, not a machine-gun, not 
urifle, not an army Jorry, not a single 
Hem of combatant equipment Is to 
he seen In its streets. 

No member of a fighting unit (une 
less sick or wounded and disnrmed), 
fet nlone any fighting regiment, bat- 
tery or battalion, is allowed to spend 
an hour in the town, or even to go 
throught it on Its.way from one place 
wo another, . 

To Spare Wounded 

What js the reason for. this ‘strange 
existence of a non-combatant clty in 
the midst of war? | 

It is simply this that, France Is try-; 
ing an experiment in humanity which | 
she hopes the enemy will not destroy. 

Etght years ago, at the International 
Red Cross Congress in Madrid, a 
French officer (General Schickele) 
proposed a scheme by - which the 
wounded, at least, could be spared 
the -horrors of aly bombardment in 
wartime. 

He suggested (hat centres of no} 
strategic importance should be set 
aside ns Red Cross towns; that all 
combatant troops and .materlal of 
combatant value should be kept away 
from them, and that these centres 
should be publicly declared to be 
devoted entirely to the work of the 
Red Cross—so that the enemy might 
have no excuse for bombing ‘them. 

Germans Approved 

The scheme was opproved by the 
Red Cross und military authorities of 
many countries, including Germany. 
It. was to hnve been ratified by a 
specinl conference at Geneva in 
October last. The war prevented the 
conference from meeting, but France, 
at least, has put the scheme into 
eftect. * 

Normally the French Censor docs 
not allow war correspondents to 
mention place names, but In this ense 
there“is no objection.’ 


No Excuse for Bombs

It is 
Germany who has sought the 
excuses for this rape; Germany 
who has worked up the cam- 
paign nbout the so-called Allied 
intentions; Germany who has re- 
ported imaginary “incidents”; 
Germany who ‘broke the non- 
aggression pact which she had 
signed; Germany who brushed 
contemptuously aside. the Nor- 
wegian and Danish protests. 
Never in the history of aggres- 
sion have small nations offered 
less justification for the -brutal 
assault.than has been launched 
upon little Denmark and_ its 
Scandinavian neighbour. 

As far as German foreign 
policy is concerned, the invasion 
of Denmark and Norway marks 
the end of:an epoch.

Activity Along Coast 


LONDON,. Apr. 10 (Reuter).— 
British aircraft wero busy along 
many parts of the Norweginn. coast 
to-day. : 

The pilots noted. the numbers and 
descriptions of German ships whlle 
their gunners maintained an all 
round watch for German reactions. 

Several alrcraft were engaged by 
enemy machines os they carried out 
their task over the towns, fjords, 
harbours and sen routes of the in- 
vaded country. , 

One Britlsh crew, having finished 
their reconnafssance flight, gave 
their whole attention to an encmy 
Heinkel which they pursued for half 
an hour, They put in two good 
bursts of machine-gun fire into the 
centre of the enemy plane. When 
they “next attacked there was no 
return of fire from the German air 
gunner. * . 

He uppeared to have fallen for- 
ward over his gun and was cither 
wounded or Killed, The German pilot 
uained the shelter of a. cloud just 
in time to avold further damage. 

Another British reconnaissance 
aircraft damaged the starboard cn- 
gine of a Heinkel which attacked it.

LONDON, Apr. 10 (Reuter).—It Is 
authoritatively stated that an RAE. 
reconnaissance plane flew over 
Stuvanger Acrodrome shortly after 
dawn to-day at a height of 50 feet 
und counted and classified every one 
of the numerous German aircraft 
parked there. , 

The pilot had instructions to gather 
photographs and Information and 
would have exceedsd orders had he 
jeopardised his safe return by attack.

Antl-alrcraft fire brought down 
three Nnoz! machines while Spitfires 
shot down another. Two were so 
serlously damaged that they were, it 
is presumed, unnble to reach thelr 
bases, “ . 

‘The alr rald alarm was sounded Jn 
northern: Scotland at 8.51 p.m., the 
all clear coming two hours later.. 

In addition to their heavy losses 
on the English and Scottish side of 
the North Sco, the Nazis have lost 
several plunes over Norway.. 

The Alr Ministry announces that 
R.AF, fighters destroyed an unspccl- 
ficd number of German planes in 
aerial combats and" in ground 
strafings. Pending compliation of re- 
ports only preliminary figures can be 
given.

GERMANY has invaded Den- 
mark, with whom she has a 
Pact of Non-Aggression. She 
has invaded Norway, whose only 
crime.ia that she desired, above 
all else, to remain neutral in this 
war in Europe. The Nazis 
have occupied the whole of 
Denmark and are unleashing 
against another, democratic nn- 
tion the full force of thelr 
might. ' 

The ‘excuses put forward to 
juatify this Intest Nazi crime 
will not bear a ‘moment's 
‘ acrutiny. It is quite evident that 


long before Britain laid its 
mine-fields in Norwegian waters 
and, in any case, what has that 
got to do with Denmnrk? It is 
Germany who has sought tho 
excuses for this rape; Germany 
who has worked up the cam- 
paign about tho so-called Allied 
intentions; Germany who hag re- 
ported imaginary “incidents”; 
Germany who broke the non- 
aggression pact which she had 
signed; Germany -who brushed 
contomptuously aside the Nor- 
wegian and Danish: protests. 
Never in the history of aggres- 
sion have small nations offered 
less justification for the brutal
